By  the  time  this  article  reaches  you,  Mrs.  Ferry  and  I will  have  had  a 
chance  to  talk  with  a great  many  Pine  Manor  people  in  the  Middle  West 
and  on  the  West  Coast.  Many  of  you  who  read  this  have  arranged 
gatherings  and  other  affairs  for  us.  I want  you  to  know  how  very  much 
we  appreciate  your  kindness  and  generosity  on  such  occasions. 

On  May  19  ground  will  be  broken  for  several  buildings,  including  the 
magnificent  Ellsworth  Hall  given  to  the  college  in  memory  of  Ruth 
Harrington  Ellsworth  of  the  Class  of  1922,  recognizing  her  interest  in 
music  (see  article  on  page  13).  Our  new  concert  hall  will  be  one  of  the 
finest  of  its  kind  anywhere,  providing  facilities  for  teaching  music  un- 
equaled among  colleges  of  our  size.  However,  this  does  not  mean  that 
we  are  abandoning  the  concern  with  general  liberal  arts  education 
which  has  led  us  to  avoid  majors  at  Pine  Manor.  The  new  building  will 
provide  a better,  but  not  more  intensified,  program  in  music  and  drama. 

Ellsworth  Hall  will  seat  our  whole  campus  community  at  one  time  to 
enjoy  lecturers,  artists,  speakers,  and  performances  of  many  kinds. 
Bardwell  Hall  made  such  things  practical  for  us  on  the  Wellesley 
campus,  and  we  have  sorely  missed  that  building.  The  beautiful  Music 
Room  in  the  Main  House  fills  the  role  of  the  old  Oak  Room  as  an  un- 
usually appealing  place  for  receptions,  small  recitals,  meetings,  semi- 
nars and  the  like;  but  our  only  place  for  major  gatherings  has  been 
the  Refectory  dining  room,  which  is  obviously  designed  for  other 
purposes.  The  concert  hall  will  bring  a procession  of  exciting  events  to 
the  campus  to  supplement  the  activities  of  Boston.  (We  shall  discuss 
the  teaching  portion  of  the  building  more  fully  in  a later  issue.] 

Our  music  department  has  had  an  interesting  history.  For  a time  it 
operated  as  a third  year  to  supplement  Dana  Hall’s  secondary  program, 
and  shared  facilities  with  the  secondary  school.  When  I arrived  in  1956 
it  had  a building  of  its  own  and  functioned  smoothly  under  the  fine 
leadership  of  Ruth  Ann  Houck  Sleeper  (still  the  senior  member  of  the 
department],  who  had  come  to  Pine  Manor  in  1937.  Shortly  thereafter 
Mrs.  Sleeper  urged  that  we  find  a man  to  direct  the  Choir.  With  her  help 
we  considered  well  over  one  hundred  candidates  for  the  position  and 
finally  chose  Edward  William  Low,  well  grounded  at  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music.  Thanks  to  his  interest,  we  added  instruction  in 
harpsichord.  This  caught  the  attention  of  William  C.  Hammond,  Jr.,  one 
of  our  trustees,  who  made  gifts  that  started  the  notable  Eanny  Reed  Ham- 
mond Collection  of  early  keyboard  instruments  (later  supplemented  by 
gifts  from  Gertrude  Schnull  Rauch  ’13  and  others].  When  Mr.  Low  left 
the  college  in  1964  the  music  department  was  very  strong  and  its  instru- 
ment collection  was  unique.  We  were  fortunate  in  attracting  David 
Hicks,  then  dean  of  the  undergraduate  division  of  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  to  succeed  him.  This  completed  a staff  of  four 
full-time  people.  W’hen  Mr.  Ellsworth  first  discussed  with  us  the  idea 
of  creating  something  useful  on  the  campus  that  would  carry  on  Mrs. 
Ellsworth’s  deep  interest  in  music,  the  college  was  ready  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  great  opportunity  his  generosity  offered.  The  article 
on  pages  7-12  (whose  first  four  pages  are  to  double  as  a curriculum 
brochure  for  incoming  freshmen  next  year]  will  show  you  the  strength 
and  versatility  of  our  current  music  program.  The  history  of  this  pro- 
gram illustrates  well  how  excellence  breeds  further  excellence,  for  men 
prefer  to  build  monuments  on  solid  ground.  Other  Pine  Manor  depart- 
ments are  strong,  too,  and  will  receive  attention  from  other  interested 
donors  in  due  course,  I am  sure.  College  Hall  will  be  of  tremendous

service  to  all  of  them,  providing  facilities  directly  for  some  and  vacating 
areas  now  in  use  for  the  benefit  of  others. 

The  ground-breaking  ceremony  for  nine  new  buildings  this  spring 
will  be  an  event  of  great  importance  to  Pine  Manor.  I hope  that  many 
of  you  who  read  this  will  make  plans  to  join  us. 

I want  to  mention  one  interesting  problem  which  is  closely  related 
to  the  construction  of  Ellsworth  Hall  and  College  Hall  (the  faculty  office 
and  classroom  building]  — defining  the  proper  role  of  the  natural 
sciences  in  a liberal  arts  college  for  women.  Often  colleges  for  women 
are  assumed  to  be  strong  in  the  arts  and  weak  in  the  sciences.  That  is 
not  true  of  Pine  Manor,  for  we  are  strong  in  both  areas.  Located  as  we 
are  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  many  other  great  colleges  noted  for 
their  science  departments,  we  have  a unique  opportunity  to  tap  the 
resources  they  offer.  The  next  few  years  will  see  advances  in  our  pro- 
grams, and  I feel  sure  they  will  be  followed  by  plant  improvements  to 
permit  even  more  work  in  the  natural  sciences  than  we  can  do  at 
present.  We  are  already  far  advanced  in  our  planning  for  new,  special- 
ized laboratories,  even  though  other  buildings  must  be  completed  first. 
There  is  reason  to  expect  that  some  of  our  nation’s  important  women 
scientists  of  the  future  will  develop  their  first  interest  in  the  field  and 
their  foundation  for  specialization  on  this  campus. 

Most  of  you  are  well  aware  of  the  damage  done  to  priceless  art 
treasures  by  the  winter  floods  in  Italy.  Dr.  Rodman  R.  Henry  of  the 
faculty  established  a branch  of  the  Committee  to  Rescue  Italian  Art 
here  at  Pine  Manor,  and  faculty  and  students  rose  to  the  occasion  with 
great  enthusiasm  and  generosity.  We  have  included  an  account  of  the 
crisis  and  Pine  Manor’s  admirable  response  on  pages  4-6. 

I want  to  add  a personal  word  of  invitation  to  all  alumnae  to  come 
back  for  the  weekend  of  May  19-20.  We  try  to  bring  the  college  to  you 
as  best  we  can  through  talks  across  the  country  and  articles  in  this 
Bulletin.  Many  of  you  hear  about  it  through  young  women  who  are 
current  students,  and  I am  sure  you  catch  their  enthusiasm  and  pride. 
However,  there  is  no  substitute  for  actually  coming  back  and  spending 
a day  or  two  right  here  with  us.  Such  reunions  are  both  pleasant  and 
revitalizing.  It  is  moving  and  memorable  to  see  one’s  alma  mater  going 
about  its  work  with  integrity,  energy  and  concern.  It  is  fun  to  renew 
old  acquaintances,  too,  and  to  share  memories  of  good  times  long  past. 
Think  seriously  about  coming  back.  You  will  be  much  missed  if 
you  don’t.

During  November  of  this  past  year  Italy  was  inun- 
dated by  floods  whose  oil-  and  debris-laden  waters 
caused  untold  and  inestimable  damage  not  only  to 
life  and  property,  but  to  our  heritage  of  art,  history, 
literature,  music,  and  culture  as  a whole.  The  first 
news  reports  which  filtered  out  of  Florence  and  Ven- 
ice seemed  unbelievable,  and,  as  hours  multiplied 
and  the  waters  started  to  recede,  the  assessment  of 
losses  rose  and  the  amount  of  work,  restoration,  and 
monies  needed  to  preserve  and  to  salvage  what  re- 
mained appeared  to  be  gigantic,  necessitating  the 
solicitation  of  help  in  the  form  of  funds  and  restora- 
tive materials  from  sources  outside  Italy.  In  Florence 
alone,  the  world  center  of  Renaissance  art,  more  than 
1500  works  of  art  were  lost  or  damaged  — some  irrep- 
arably, others  within  restorable  limits.  Consequently, 
CRIA  (Committee  to  Rescue  Italian  Art]  was  immedi- 
ately founded,  under  the  national  direction  of  Prof. 
Bates  Lowry  of  Brown  University  with  Prof.  James 
Ackerman  of  the  Fogg  Museum,  Harvard,  as  the 
Northern  New  England  regional  chairman,  to  give 
direction  and  help  in  the  assembling  of  contributions 
and  supplies  to  be  forwarded  to  Italy. 

Colleges  and  universities  in  the  area  immediately 
began  their  own  individual  ways  of  helping  to  rescue 
Italian  art  — benefits,  print  sales,  happenings,  collec- 
tions, etc.  Here  at  Pine  Manor,  we  felt  that  a fund 
drive  for  assistance  should  be  started  immediately, 
while  the  gravity  of  the  devastation  was  fresh  in 
everyone’s  mind.  Dr.  Rodman  R.  Henry  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Department  organized  a student  committee, 
made  up  of  eight  seniors  and  seven  freshmen,  which 
contacted  everyone  on  campus.  Their  efforts  were 
enhanced  by  Suzanne  Larson  ’67,  who  made  posters 
and  distributed  literature  concerning  the  Pine  Manor 
appeal  for  CRIA.  The  total  of  the  contributions  made 
by  Pine  Manor  students,  faculty,  and  staff  amounted 
to  $543.78,  an  overwhelming  response  for  which  Dr. 
Henry  and  the  committee  are  most  grateful.  The  re- 
sults of  the  appeal  exceeded  dll  anticipations  and 
testified  to  Pine  Manor’s  reverence  for  our  Western 
cultural  heritage. 

Several  days  after  Pine  Manor’s  contribution  had 
been  turned  over  to  CRIA  in  early  December,  Dr. 
Henry  received  the  letter  which  is  reprinted  on  the 
left. 
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At  left:  At  the  height  of  its  rage, 
the  River  Arno  cascading  through 
Florence  reached  depths  of  13  feet 
over  the  Ponte  Piazzale.  When  the 
waters  began  to  recede,  the  inun- 
dated bridge  reappeared  at  river 
level  acting  as  a dam  to  floating 
tree  trunks  and  other  debris.  Be- 
low: The  Madonna  of  the  Immacu- 
late Conception,  a lovely  blue 
polychromed  18th  century  statue, 
seems  to  reflect  the  apathy  of  the 
post-flood  scene  as  she  stands  for- 
lornly in  the  mud  inside  Santa 
Croce. 


Securely  situated  here  in  Chestnut  Hill,  little  did 
we  realize  that  there  was  a Pine  Manor  alumna  in  the 
midst  of  it  all  in  Italy,  who,  with  so  many  other  peo- 
ple who  gave  of  their  time  and  effort  freely  and 
anonymously,  was  helping  to  preserve  and  put  in  or- 
der what  remained.  This  came  to  our  attention  in  a 
letter,  dated  January  8,  which  Dr.  John  P.  Agnew  re- 
ceived from  Debbie  Swett  ’65.  With  her  permission, 
we  reprint  below  that  portion  which  includes  a first- 
hand account  of  her  experiences. 

Thank  you  for  your  Christmas  card.  I was  in 
Florence  for  the  floods  and  was  able  to  ignore 
the  telegrams,  etc.  until  about  2 weeks  after  the 
flood.  Then  worried  relatives,  fearing  I would 
get  typhoid  or  something,  made  me  come  home. 
We  were  in  Venice  — flooded  in  — the  day  the 
waters  inundated  the  city,  knowing  nothing  of 
the  floods  in  Florence.  We  made  it  back  to  Flor- 
ence by  pure  luck,  crossing  over  bridges  just 
before  they  washed  away,  getting  through  towns 
before  they  were  engulfed.  It  was  quite  a trip! 
We  learned  of  the  flood,  and  people  told  us  we 
couldn’t  get  home.  We  did,  though.  The  next  day 
we  went  out  and  saw  what  had  happened  to 
Florence.  The  devastation  was  just  incredible! 
Our  friends  in  the  little  shops,  who  lived  off 
what  they  made  largely  from  tourists,  had  lost 
generally  not  only  their  shops  but  also  their 
homes,  and  after  those  were  cleaned  up  they 
still  were  nowhere.  They  had  no  stock  to  sell 
and  no  clothes,  furniture,  etc.  in  their  homes. 
It  was  just  tragic,  not  only  for  art  and  history

and  all  the  past  that  Florence  housed,  but  also 
for  the  people,  the  economy,  and  the  present 
and  the  future. 

Everyone  worked  — and  many  still  are  — like 
dogs  to  clean  up  the  city.  And  a remarkable  job 
was  done.  When  I left  two  weeks  after  the  flood, 
Florence  was  “mucked  out.”  The  mud  was  out 
of  the  buildings  and  streets  and  the  city  was  be- 
ing disinfected.  The  job  of  restoring  and  saving 
the  art  and  history,  etc.  is  a much  larger  and 
harder  one,  but  all  the  contributions  from  people 
like  the  students  and  faculty  at  Pine  Manor  will 
help,  and  there  are  an  incredible  number  of  peo- 
ple working  hard  at  the  task.  The  whole  thing 
was  just  terrible  and  never  should  have  hap- 
pened, but  it  brought  out  the  best  in  everyone. 
Even  I got  out  and  did  some  physical  labor!  The 
hardest  thing  was  that  there  was  no  clear  water 
to  clean  things  off  in,  and  the  oil  stains.  I helped 
clean  out  a church.  But  the  chairs  when  cleaned 
were  no  good  — they  had  gotten  wet  and 
swelled,  and  when  they  dry  they  will  shrink,  be 
brittle,  and  fall  apart.  So  there  go  the  chairs.  The 
building  is  probably  still  wet  and  molding,  as 
there  was  no  way  to  heat  it  until  the  city  oil 
lines  were  cleaned  out  and  the  sun  couldn’t  get 
into  the  church.  The  prayer  books  were  lost 
since  the  church  lacked  the  means  to  dry  them 
out  as  the  National  Library  is  doing.  All  the 
walls  of  the  building  were  covered  with  cloth 
which  is  still  on  the  wall,  but  oil-  and  water- 
stained.  But  it  was  cleaned  up  and  put  back  to- 
gether, and  on  Sunday  we  all  went  to  services 
there.  The  church  was  cleaned  out,  but  the  job 
of  getting  it  back  to  normal  hadn’t  even  begun. 
But  everyone  tried  his  hardest  and  more  was 
accomplished  in  Florence  in  the  two  weeks  that 
I witnessed  after  the  flood  than  I ever  believed 
could  be  done  — especially  with  no  clean  water 
and  only  what  electricity  could  be  supplied  by 
a very  limited  number  of  generators. 

But  enough  of  that.  I would  love  to  go  on  and 
give  you  a broader  idea  of  the  destruction,  the 
determination  and  courage  of  the  Italians  and 
all,  but  it  would  take  me  ages  and  tons  of  paper 
. . . Let  me  say  “thank  you”  to  Pine  Manor  for 
the  generous  contribution  to  aid  the  restoration 
of  art.  I am  sure  it  is  greatly  appreciated  and 
I know  it  is  needed.

Pine  Manor’s  music  program  offers  something  to  students  of  all  levels  of 
interest,  experience,  and  achievement.  Whether  a student  has  an  already- 
established  understanding  and  skill  or  is  prompted  by  curiosity  to  explore  a 
new  and  unfamiliar  field,  we  attempt  to  provide  a challenging  and 
productive  experience  for  her.  The  department  is  happy  that  music  at 
Pine  Manor  is  elective,  for  free  choice  ensures  enthusiasm. 
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Program 

Although  our  program  is  not  a professional  one,  it 
provides  an  opportunity  for  students  with  strong  inter- 
est and  appropriate  aptitude  to  prepare  for  continuation 
as  music  majors  in  four-year  liberal  arts  colleges.  We 
offer  courses  in  applied  music,  music  theory,  and  music 
history  and  literature  — the  three  primary  areas  of 
musicianship.  A few  Pine  Manor  graduates  elect  to  con- 
tinue their  studies  in  professional  curricula  at  conserva- 
tories or  universities.  In  these  cases,  the  change  of 
emphasis  from  liberal  arts  to  pre-professional  training 
usually  requires  some  extension  of  the  undergraduate 
years.  Studio  and  classroom  work  are  regularly  supple- 
mented by  trips  to  hear  concerts  by  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra,  performances  by  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  Company  on  tour,  and  other  established  artists.

Principal  Aims  of  Instruction 

Since  most  of  our  students  pur- 
sue music  as  only  one  part  of  their 
general  academic  program,  instruc- 
tion is  principally  directed  toward 
achievement  of  a critical  awareness 
of  styles,  forms  and  techniques,  and 
a close  acquaintance  with  a sub- 
stantial portion  of  the  great  musical 
literature.  Requests  to  be  included 
in  the  group  attending  a non-re- 
quired  concert  and  purchases  of 
personal  series  subscriptions  are 
signs  of  success  in  stimulating  stu- 
dent interest. 

Music  History  and  Literature 

Many  of  our  courses  are  devoted 
to  the  study  of  music  history  and 
literature  of  various  periods.  Stu- 
dents may  elect  a comprehensive 
survey  of  the  major  eras  [History 
and  Appreciation  of  Music  Litera- 
ture) and/or  one  or  more  of  several 
more  specific  subjects:  The  Opera, 
The  Music  of  Bach  and  Handel, 
Contemporary  Music,  Keyboard  Lit- 
erature, The  Symphony,  or  Vocal 
and  Choral  Literature.

Music  Theory 

The  courses  in  music  theory  are  directed  toward 
the  development  of  specific  skills  in  sight-singing,  ear- 
training, harmonic  analysis,  and  formal  analysis. 
These  skills  give  students  a degree  of  competence  to 
learn  new  music  independently.  Also,  students  learn 
to  write,  in  correct  notation,  what  they  hear  and  to 
sing  what  they  see.

Applied  Music 

The  study  of  some  form  of  musical  expression  — 
voice,  organ,  piano,  harpsichord,  or  one  of  the  or- 
chestral instruments  — is  a vital  and  exciting  element 
in  the  development  of  a significant  understanding  of 
the  art  of  music.  The  opportunity  for  such  study  has 
long  been  a part  of  Pine  Manor’s  music  program.  The 
Faculty  Committee  for  Educational  Affairs  has,  in 
recent  years,  recognized  the  importance  and  validity 
of  this  kind  of  study  by  granting  academic  credit 
for  it. 

Quite  apart  from  adding  understanding  and  enjoy- 
ment to  other  musical  studies,  even  the  most  modest 
performance  skill  is  tremendously  rewarding  to  the 
amateur  musician.  Frequent  workshop  recitals  give 
students  essential  experience  in  public  appearances, 
and  trips  to  nearby  Boston  provide  a wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  a variety  of  professional  performances. 

Pine  Manor  Choir 

Students  who  enjoy  group  singing  and  want  to 
learn  fine  choral  literature  from  a variety  of  periods 
belong  to  the  Pine  Manor  Choir.  The  Choir  sings  at 
the  college’s  weekly  chapel  services  and  also  gives 
special  concerts  on  campus,  in  local  churches,  and  at 
other  colleges.  In  recent  years  it  has  performed  at 
such  places  as  historic  King’s  Chapel  and  the  Gardner 
Museum  in  Boston.  Joint  concerts  with  men’s  colleges 
are  an  important  part  of  the  year’s  schedule.  A recent 
favorite  was  a joint  performance  of  Francis  Poulenc’s 
Gloria  with  the  Bowdoin  College  Glee  Club.  The  Choir 
rehearses  twice  weekly  throughout  the  academic  year 
and  usually  prepares  a recording  of  selections  taken 


from  its  concerts.  Academic  credit  is  earned  by  all 
those  taking  Choir. 

Those  Choir  members  with  a flair  for  informal  per- 
formances and  close  harmony  sing  with  the  Off-Beats. 
The  light  and  serious  songs  of  this  nine-member 
group  are  a favorite  at  on-campus  functions  and  have 
won  acclaim  at  other  colleges  throughout  New  En- 
gland and  at  the  annual  College  Jamboree. 

Campus  Productions 

All  those  interested  in  music  share  the  fun  and 
challenge  of  preparing  campus  productions  of  operas 
and  musical  plays.  Last  spring  the  Choir  turned  its 
efforts  to  presentation  of  Henry  Purcell’s  opera  Dido 
and  Aeneas,  which  was  performed  in  costume  and 
with  orchestra.  This  year  we  are  planning  to  do  a 
more  modern  production  — Oliver,  perhaps,  or  The 
Sound  of  Music.  In  these  endeavors  we  are  grateful 
for  the  cooperation  and  skill  of  Mr.  Ben  Pegg  and  his 
drama  students. 

Registration 

Freshman  registration  for  all  of  Pine  Manor’s 
courses  is  completed  during  the  summer  prior  to  en- 
trance; students  make  out  senior  schedules  in  the 
spring  of  their  freshman  year.  A student  who  elects 
instrumental  or  vocal  applied  music  for  credit  must 
also  elect  a full  theoretical  course  concurrently.  Ap- 
plied music  lessons,  taken  either  for  credit  or  not  for 
credit,  involve  certain  additional  charges.  See  the  cur- 
rent Pine  Manor  Catalogue  for  details  about  course 
offerings  and  expenses. 
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Instrument  Collection 

Pine  Manor’s  collection  of  fine  in- 
struments and  high-fidelity  equip- 
ment is  invaluable  in  all  of  our 
activities.  In  particular,  the  Fanny 
Reed  Hammond  Collection  of  early 
instruments  makes  it  possible  for 
us  to  reproduce  music  of  earlier 
periods  authentically.  The  collection 
includes  a piano  built  by  the  famous 
eighteenth  century  manufacturer 
Johannes  Broadwood,  a Dolmetsch 
clavichord,  a harpsichord  by  the 
noted  American  builder  John  Chal- 
lis,  and  an  unusual  “Mozart”  piano, 
also  by  Challis.

Progress  Report  on  Ellsworth  Hall 


Above  is  an  artist’s  sketch  of  the  interior  of  the  concert  hall 
in  Ellsworth  Hall,  showing  the  amphitheater-type  seating  and 
the  ample  stage  area  planned. 


The  building  plans  for  Ellsworth  Hall  have  been 
completed,  and  bidding  will  soon  be  under  way  based 
on  working  drawings  and  specifications  prepared  in 
March.  Construction  of  this  large  concert  hall  and 
classroom  building  will  begin  in  late  spring  or  early 
summer  and  should  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1968. 
Some  portions  of  the  building  may  well  be  usable  by 
the  opening  of  college  in  September. 

The  Music  Department  will  occupy  the  entire  first 
floor  of  the  two-story,  air-conditioned  structure  which 
will  contain  four  classrooms,  four  studios,  and  nume- 
rous practice  and  listening  rooms  on  this  level.  The 
second  floor  will  house  the  concert  hall,  which  will 
have  amphitheater-type  seating.  Although  the  concert 
hall  has  been  planned  primarily  for  musical  presenta- 
tions, it  will  also  provide  much-needed  space  for 
large  lectures  and  college  gatherings.  Until  now,  we 
have  had  to  hold  all  of  our  all-college  events  in  the 
Refectory  dining  room,  which,  although  it  is  the  larg- 
est indoor  area  on  campus,  does  not  have  adequate 
acoustics  for  this  purpose.  Musical  performances 
such  as  last  spring’s  presentation  of  Dido  and  Aeneas 
have  been  held  in  the  Music  Room  of  the  Main  House. 
This  lovely  old  paneled  room  has  no  stage,  so  the 
Choir  and  drama  students  have  had  to  dream  up  in- 
genious ways  of  adapting  the  two  facing  stairways 
to  serve  as  stage  entrances.  The  room’s  capacity  is 
very  small,  necessitating  two  and  sometimes  three 
performances  to  seat  the  entire  audience. 

In  addition  to  the  large  concert  hall,  the  second 
floor  will  also  contain  a 100-seat  rehearsal  hall,  drama 
and  speech  classrooms,  and  an  exhibit  gallery.  The 
extensive,  flexible  facilities  in  Ellsworth  Hall  will 
greatly  enrich  the  program  offered  by  the  Music 
Department. 

The  funds  for  Ellsworth  Hall  were  a gift  from 
Warren  A.  Ellsworth,  whose  wife,  Ruth  Anna  Har- 
rington, was  a member  of  the  Class  of  1922.  Their 
daughter,  Nancy  Cushing  Ellsworth,  graduated  with 
honors  from  the  college  in  1956.  The  actual  donors 
were  the  Ruth  H.  and  Warren  A.  Ellsworth  Founda- 
tion, the  Mildred  H.  McEvoy  Foundation,  and  the 
Francis  A.  Harrington  Foundation.

All  friends  of  the  college  will  wish  to  join  us  in 
congratulating  the  Summit  School  of  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
sota, on  the  election  of  T.  Douglas  Stenberg  as  head- 
master. The  Stenbergs  will  move  there  this  summer  to 
take  over  the  leadership  of  a fine  school.  Mr.  Stenberg 
came  to  Pine  Manor  in  1960  as  director  of  admissions, 
succeeding  William  E.  Bridges.  He  has  deservedly  be- 
come recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  spokesmen 
for  non-public  two-year  colleges,  and  secondary 
school  people  across  the  nation  have  developed  great 
respect  and  liking  for  him.

1967  COMMENCEMENT  SPEAKER 


Professor  Paul  A.  Freund  of  the  Harvard  Law 
School  will  speak  at  this  year’s  commencement  exer- 
cises on  Monday,  June  5.  A distinguished  member  of 
his  profession,  Professor  Freund  has  taught  at  Har- 
vard since  1939  and  has  been  the  Carl  M.  Loeb  Uni- 
versity Professor  at  Harvard  University  since  1958. 
Born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  he  received  his  A.B.  from 
Washington  University  and  his  LL.B.  and  S.J.D.  from 
the  Harvard  Law  School.  He  has  also  received  honor- 
ary degrees  from  Columbia  University,  University  of 
Chicago,  Washington  University,  University  of  Louis- 
ville, and  Boston  University.  Following  his  graduation 
from  Harvard  Law,  Professor  Freund  was  law  clerk 
to  Justice  Louis  D.  Brandeis  and  later  served  seven 
years  in  the  Solicitor  General’s  Office  in  Washington. 
From  1957  to  1958  he  was  a Visiting  Professor  at 
Cambridge  University. 

Professor  Freund  is  the  author  of  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  (1961)  and  editor-in-chief 
of  a multi-volume  History  of  the  Supreme  Court  now 
in  preparation,  commissioned  by  Congress  as  a memo- 
rial to  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes.  He  is  a trustee 
of  Washington  University  and  from  1964  to  May 
1967  was  President  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  Professor  Freund  is  also  Vice-President 
of  the  Salzburg  Seminar  in  American  Studies,  a Mem- 
ber of  the  American  Philosophical  Society  and  the 
American  Law  Institute,  and  a Fellow  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bar  Foundation. 

We  are  extremely  pleased  to  have  such  an  interest- 
ing speaker  for  the  commencement  exercises,  and 
hope  that  all  of  you  will  be  able  to  hear  his  talk  on 
June  5.
